Next February the Sciences Build- 
ing will feature a new ornament on its 
roof—a 7-foot wide radio telescope. The 
telescope, which was acquired with a 
grant from the Board of Regents Sup- 
port Fund, will look like a satellite dish. 
In addition, the College of Sciences has 
also bought a solar telescope with help 
from the Shreveport-Bossier Communi- 
ty Foundation. The acquisition of these 
new telescopes was spearheaded by as- 
sistant professor of physics and former 
NASA scientist Dr. Laura Whitlock. 

"(These telescopes will] offer a 
whole new spectrum of learning,” said 
Dr. Cran Lucas, professor of biology. 
Lucas sees these new telescopes as tools 
to stimulate interest in astronomy. "[I 
hope] to reach out to students—to excite 
them about the universe," he said. 

"Students can look at the universe 
in a way they've never seen before,” said 
Whitlock, who will offer a class in radio 
astronomy next fall.after the multi-mil- 
lion dollar telescope is up and running. 

In addition, Whitlock will offer a 
special topics class in the spring in 
which students will learn about radio 
astronomy and help put the new tele- 
scope together. 

"(The radio telescope] opens up 
sexy possibilities for doing science,” she 
said. "The great thing about radio as- 
tronomy is that it's weather independ- 
ent," she said, meaning that overcast 
skies will not interfere with data collec- 
tion from the radio telescope. 

Whitlock got the idea after attend- 
ing a summer class at MIT about teach- 
ing radio astronomy at _ the 
undergraduate level. 

"I came away knowing that this 
would absolutely work [at LSUS],” 
Whitlock said. 

"It will definitely enhance the as- 
tronomy lab,” said Decker Moore, assis- 
tant professor of physics who currently 
teaches the astronomy classes. "Stu- 


dents will get to use a very high quality 
instrument." 

The solar telescope is specially de- 
signed so that the viewer can look di- 
rectly at the sun. And unlike traditional 
filters which can be fitted to convention- 
al optical telescopes to view the outer 
photosphere of the sun, the solar tele- 
scope allows viewing of a deeper layer, 
the chromosphere. 

Lucas and Whitlock also have plans 
to improve the Ralph Worley Observa- 
tory. The structure which was built in 
1964 is in need of repairs. Lucas hopes 
that he can secure funds to build a new 
observatory in the near future. Whitlock 
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has already come up with a design and 
budget for the new observatory. 

"It's going to be built for people to 
interact with," she said, stressing that 
any new building is "not going to be just 
a LSUS observatory." 

Whitlock and Lucas want to share 
their excitement about astronomy with 
the community. Whitlock plans to bring 
the new solar telescope around to local 
schools. 

Lucas is also the president of the 
Shreveport-Bossier Astronomical Soci- 
ety and periodically hosts Star Parties. 
On Nov. 12, he will show off the new so- 
lar telescope as well as traditional opti- 
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cal telescopes fitted with solar filters at 1 
p-m. in front of the Sciences Building. At 
2 p.m. Lucas will give a lecture on Mars 
in the Science Lecture Auditorium. The 
Star Party will commence at sunset at 
the Worley Observatory. Lucas notes 
that this is a great opportunity to view 
Mars which will not be this close to 
Earth again for another 13 years. 

The Worley Observatory is located 
off of Hwy. 175, which is roughly eight 
miles south of LSUS down Hwy. 1 
(Youree Drive). The Star Party is free 
and open to the public.

Every October the Student 
Development and Counseling 
Center begins its month-long 
recruitment for the next year’s 
Student Orientation and Regis- 
tration Leaders.

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Students speak out about campus needs

Several students met with 
consultants to address wants 
and needs for the LSUS cam- 
pus. The meetings were intend- 
ed to help the institution find 
out what the students are look- 
ing for at LSUS. 

The consultants, Bill Can- 
ning, the Director of Recre- 
ational Sports at the University 
of Michigan and owner of Can- 
ning and Gonsoulin, the con- 
sulting firm hired by LSUS, and 
Bill Manning, the Coordinator 
of Graduate programs in Kine- 
siology and Undergraduate 
programs in Sports Manage- 
ment at St. Mary's College in 
Calif., asked the students to tell 
them everything they wish to 
see happen or changed on cam- 
pus. 


Manning and Canning 
came to help the students ex- 
press what they want to change 
about the LSUS campus and 
formulate a proposal to present 
to the institution. 

Canning said he and Man- 
ning love their jobs and want to 
help the students. 

"The institution exists be- 
cause the students are 
here—that's our perspective,” 
said Canning. "We love what 
we do. We have the best jobs on 
campus." 

Manning said that over the 
last 20 years institutions have 
gained a wide acceptance of 
students needs. 

Canning has assisted 70-80 
other campuses and said that 
athletics facilities can help cre- 
ate a sense of community on 


campus.

e-mail containing a survey will 
be sent out to the students. The 
survey will include all the top- 
ics the students discussed with 
Canning and Manning to make 
their proposal. 

The students can share 
their opinions on the survey 
which will help the institution 
see what the students want and 
try to change things on cam- 
pus. 

Canning said if the cam- 
paign proposal is started in the 
spring, freshmen might see the

Copperhead bites teen at school 

A 14-year-old girl in Pennsylvania may lose her arm 
after being bitten by a poisonous copperhead snake 
at school, authorities said. A 17-year-old student 
brought the snake to school, and while showing it to 
students the snake bit the girl's finger. Copperhead 
snake bites are typically not fatal but are extremely 
painful and may cause extensive scarring and loss of 
limbs.

The Fair is celebrating its 99th 
year, and several new exhibits are 
being featured. The Pirates of the 
Caribbean diving show is a 25- 
minute show featuring five world- 
champion divers, who tell the 
story of pirates in search of gold. 
Highlights of the show include an 
inflatable pirate ship and an 80- 
foot dive into 10 feet of water. 

Returning to the fair is the 
zoo. The exhibit features a variety 
of different animals including li- 
ons, elephants and camels. Ponies 
are also featured in the zoo and 
are a part of the "Pictures on 
Ponies" exhibit, where children are 
able to take pictures while riding 
the ponies. 

For those who enjoy late 
nights at the fair, officials have 
cancelled "Midnight Madness,” an 
event which kept the fair open un- 
til midnight on Halloween night.

A young male was shot 
and killed at the State Fair last 
year. 

Senior business major Kristi 
Wilson said she is happy with the 
changes. 

"I'm so glad they changed the 
hours," said Wilson. "Last year 


someone was shot at the fair. It's 
tragic and although it's not the 
fair's fault, something had to be 
done to make things safe.” 

This year, the fair will close at 
an earlier time. Closing times are 
scheduled for 10 p.m. Wednesdays 
through Sundays and 11 p.m. on 
Fridays and Saturdays. The fair 
will be closed on Mondays and 
Tuesdays, which includes Hal- 
loween. 

Freshman English major 
Tosha Smith said she is a little dis- 
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appointed with the new hours. 

"I loved going to the fair on 
Halloween," said Smith. “The fair 
would stay open a little later, and 
we would all dress up. It's not my 


. fault that someone got shot last 


year. Why does everyone have to 
suffer?” 

In addition to the new hours of 
operation, members of the Shreve- 
port Police Department will be at 
the State Fair's entrance with met- 
al detectors to ensure the safety of 
all fairgoers. 

New safety measures for lost 
children are also being used. This 
year, Nextel is sponsoring a Nextel 
Lost Child Program. All children 
coming to this year's State Fair are 
eligible to receive a Nextel wrist- 
band. This special wristband con- ° 
tains all of the pertinent 
information to reunite children 
with their families in the case of a 
child’s getting separated.

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WE HAVE SOUND 


Created i by multi-instrumentalist Tom 
Vek in a London garage, "We Have Sound" 
is a decent debut that serves up sloppy 
dance beats, some enjoyable bass riffs and 
some mediocre lyrics. 

The album's sound is nice and war- 
rants a little head-nodding to the beat. 
Opener "C-C (You Set the Fire in Me)" 


first two tracks should be instantly agree- 
able to almost any listener who doesn't just 
completely despise Vek's style, but after 
that things begin to turn sour. 

The lyrics range from awkward 
("Looking at me kinda strange cause I was 
wearing old jeans") to annoying ("If you

While the album isn't perfect as whole, 
it has some respectable tracks that are 
worth a download. Generally it just seems 
that Vek would be better off with some 
help from some other musicians to spice 
up the tracks. 

While Tom Vek’s solo electronic outing 
is worth a download, one album that is 
definitely worth a purchase is Animal Col- 
lective's latest, "Feels." 

Dangerously melodic and unsympa- 
thetically unique, Animal Collective return 
with a follow up to last year's "Sung Tongs" 
Though relying more heavily on elec- 


brave listeners. Animal Collective strings 
together seemingly dissimilar pieces of 
sweetly melodic and surprisingly accessi- 
ble music that reawakens as a hum or 
whistle after the initial listening. 

Syd Barrett-influenced childlike-ener- 
gy spans nine psych-folk-packed tracks 
that spin a kaleidoscope of gleeful sound.
